4. eation of a national sec- 
retariat in each member coun- 
try to carry out the association's 
program in each particular 
country. 

The communique followed a 
late clesing session held by 
Philippines Felixberto Serrano 
and Malaya’s Tunku Abdul Rah- 
man and Thailand’s Thanat 
Khoman which mafked the first 
ministerial conference of the 
ASA. The economic cultural or- 
ganization had been launched 
here by the three ministers 
Monday night in a statement 
called “Bangkok Declaration.”

LONDON (UPI)—Prime Min-

Foreign Minister Franco 
Nogueira, in a statment to the 
Associated Press, said his office 
was still without official details 
of the burning of the fort by 
two Portuguese officials who act- 
ed under orders to prevent the 
fortress falling into the hands 
of Dahomey. The Dahomey 
Government had given Portu- 
gal until the end of July to 
abandon the fortress. 

After firing the ancient build- 
ings Portuguese representative 
Captain Saravia Borges and his 
secretary were escorted to the 
Nigerian frontier by Dahomey 
officials.

New Disarm Move

WASHINGTON (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter)—The Soviet Union has 
made a new disarmament move 
and the United States is con- 
sulting the other major West- 
ern Allies about it, officials said 
Monday.

August 11 for extended deploy- 
ment in the Western Pacific. 

In making the announcement, 
the Navy said Wednesday that 
the ships would leave various 
ports and rendezvous at sea for 
training exercises. 

After a short visit to Pearl 
Harbor, the ships are to be join- 
ed by the carrier Yorktown and 
eight other vessels of destroyer 
divisions and then sail to the 
Western Pacific.

A group of proSoviet organ- 
izations in Japan yesterday 
urged Government authorities 
to provide complete police pro- 
tection for Anastas Mikoyan, 
first deputy Soviet premier and 
his party when they arrive 
here for the Soviet Trade Fair 
Aug. 15. 


The request was made by a 
delegation from the Soviet In- 
dustrial Fair Cooperative As- 
sociation in Tokyo at the 
Prime Minister’s official resi- 
dence.

Chief Cabinet Secretary Masa. 
yoshi Ohira and Libera)-Demo- 
cratic Party Secretary Genera! 
Shigesaburo Maeo vesterday 
agreed to give careful study to 
the plan’ to convene the next 
extraordinary Diet on or about 
Sept. 25 and hold the opening 
ceremony about Sept. 27. 


The opinion favoring the con- 
vocation of the extraordinary 
Diet around Sept. 25 has been 
gaining ground among Liberai- 
Democratic leaders. 

Tory leaders are expected to 
decide when to convene the ex- 
traordinary Diet soon so that 
they can study strategies for 
the coming Diet as fully as pos- 
sible. 

Ohira and Maeo vesterday 
agreed to tak@ up the flood and 
rainstorm relief bill before 
arything elge at the extraordin- 
ary Diet. 

They also reached an agree- 
ment that the session of the ex- 
traordinary Diet be convened 
at the earliest possible date next 
month and that it be made as 
short as possible. 

The executives then found 
themselves of the same opinion 
that bills on which the 
Tory. and Opposition parties 
have sharp differences should 
not be presented to the ses- 
sion. 

Informed sources regard this 
as indicating that the Political 
Violence Prevention Bill, the 
center of a Tory-Opposition 
conflict at the last Diet session, 
will not be presented to the 
coming session. 

During yesterday's talks, 
Ohira said the Government in- 
tended to resubmit to the 
extraordinary Diet same 40 of 
the 61 bills which had been 
scrapped at the last Diet. 

Ohira also said that the Gov- 
erfiment had given up resubmit- 
ting four bills while it hoped 
to discuss the handling of some 
10 remaining bills with the 
ruling party. 

Maeo replied that his party 
would decide on the period, 
schedule and agenda for the 
extraordinary Diet at its execu- 
_— meeting on next Wednes- 


vy. 

The Liberal-Democratic Par- 
ty, meanwhile, tentatively 
decided to carry out a shakeup 
of its 16 standing committee 
chairmen and four special com- 
mittee chairmen in the House 
of Representatives. 

Their successors will be for- 
mally appointed at the begin- 
ning of the opening session of 
the extraordinary Diet. 

They will include Kunio Mori- 
shita, chairman of the Foreign 
Affairs Committee; Shinjiro 
Yamamura, chairman of the 
Budget Committee; and Hajime 
Fukuda, chairman of the House 
Steering Committee.

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Movies in Review 


‘Terrain Vague’ 


By FOUMY SAISHO 


In “Terrain Vague” (on view 
at New Toho) Marcel Carne 
gives 4 far more honest 
trayal of young rebels than he 
did in his “Les Tricheurs” in 
1958, a striking and flamboyant 
film which touched off an end- 
less series of French variations 
on Hollywood's “Rebel Without 
a Cause” or “The Wild One,” 
typified by such works as “Les 
Dragueurs;” “Les Cousins” and 

“Les Quatre Cents Coups.” 


Not that it is fundamentally 
any different from its previous 
work. Both are pseudosocial 
youth films for whose vogue in 
France Carne is himself re- 


nsible. What difference 
re is that of , not of 
kind. In place the you 


fashionable sex philosophers 
St. Germain-des-Pres, he has here 
a band of poor, insecure chil- 
dren of working class parents 
housed in the new civic apart- 
ments whose modern gleaming 
exterior is harshly at odds with 
the depressed, war-scarred looks 
of the terrain in which they are 
set. 


Carne’s attitude toward them 
is less sensation seeking and 
more probing, What he seeks 
in this picture is not so much 
the image of a young rebel 
that of a miniature man, a 
parody. He is not primarily 
concerned with youth as in- 
dividuals, intrigued and-charm- 
ed though he obviously is by 
their ways, but as samples of 
men herded into all manners 
and degrees of predicaments by 
the sheer accident of their birth 
and circumstances. 


In the. restricted circum- 
stances of most of those families 
in the housing development 
area, the children are left to 
shift for themselves. Given 
usually little or no spending 
money all they can do of Sun- 
days is to rally to each other's 
cheer call. And rally they do 
in a big way and create a 
world of their own ruled by 
their own fierce law, hermeti- 
cally sealed to the outside 
world. 


The camera’s eye is a 12-year- 
old named Babar, newly 
initiated to a band of children 
led by a 16-year-old cool demon 
called Dan (Daniele Gaubert). 
In the dark den of their head- 
quarters, Babar’s initiation cere- 
monies take place in a terror- 
yo es atomosphere designed to 

hten the naive initiate, 
including the *° “blood- -mixing™ | 


ritual. 

The film's distinction is not 
so much in the spectacle of 
such a tell-tale social symbol 
itself as the way it demon- 
strates how lightly such 4a 
solemnized vow can be broken 
by the band’s very leader Dan 
and her sweetheart Lucky 
(Maurice Caffarelli) once it no 
longer suits them. 


It is an ironical way of show- 
ing up the nature of most 
group allegiances. A gang life 
—and what else is any profit- 
seeking society in the final 
analysis to be called?—has no 
binding power over individuals 
so long as they are humans in 
quest of personal happiness. 


The film has a rather desul- 
tory plot to follow thfough be- 
fore Dan and Lucky finally 
discover each other. There is 
the seemingly irrelevant ex- 
istence of a grown son, Marcel, 
of an unhappy working woman 
(Denise Vernac). Marcel organ- 
izes an abortive raid with some 
of t boys in the band. The 
idea of including this character 
perhaps was to introduce 
another shady character called 
Hans (Alfonso Mathis) who has 
reasons to be blackmailed by 


as Marcel, or just to present the 


foxy face of the typical young 
criminal Marcel himself, de- 
vastatingly played by the tall, 
hollow-cheeked good-looker Con- 
stantin Andrieu. 


Roland Lesaffre appears as a 
middle-aged proprietor of a 
secondhand American clothes 
shop and the only adult friend- 
ly to the forgotten children, 
occasionally aiding them by ac- 
cepting their petty spoils from 
local shops. The cluttered back- 
room of his shop witnesses the 
only love scene in the show. 


Love scenes are scarce in 
“Terrain Vague” in sharp con- 
trast to Its predecessor “Les 
Tricheurs.” It is as if Marcel 
Carne were giving air to his 
ironic opinion that these young 
rebels have their middle-class 
moral respectability so much 
dinned into them that they un- 
consciously conform to it even 
in revolt. It is interesting to 
note that in “Les Tricheurs” the 
central preoccupation of the 
adolescents is sex whereas in 
“Terrain Vague” they show no 
such adolescent curiosity, their 
main concern being one’s loy- 
alty to a group, a point of no 
less primitive importance for 
man’s sheer survival.

Mental Picture Helps ‘Hit Through the Ball’ 


EPS 

To make sure that I stay 
with a shot and continue to 
“hit through the ball” after 
impact, I have a mental image 
of my clubhead following the 
ball for a foot or so after 
impact. I also feel that my 
clubhead is square to the tar- 
get for this foot before my 
arms swing the club through 
to my finish position. 

This mental picture of my 
swing helps prevent against 
any stopping of the swing at 
impact. It also works against 


any slight hesitation or stop- 


ping of the swing, followed by 
a false follow-through. 


Notice in the drawing how 
my swing is continuing 
through to a normal finish. 
The tted lines show the 
path of the clubhead as it 
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entered the hitting area, at 
impact, and that first foot or 
so after impact. It is all one 
smooth motion. There is no 
| jerkiness or hesitation at all.

I have just been reading a 
white paper put out by the 
Japanese Government on the 
subject of price movements, 
past and future. The paper is 
pretty self-congratulatory; the 
Government leaves no doubt 
that it thinks it has done a fine 
job of more than doubling the 
national income and the gross 
national product over the 
past eight years or so while 
holding prices exceptionally 
steady. I must say that I agree. 
The money managers of Japan, 
I think, have done about the 
most extraordinary job seen in 
economics in our time. 


When the Government takes 
the next step, however, and as- 
sumegw that it will be able to 
double the gross product and 
the national income again with- 
in the next 10 years and again 
without raising prices substan- 
tially. I think it could be on a 
good deal weaker ground. While 
I do not doubt that Japan can 
double its product again by 1971, 
it seems to me that the next 
10 years are going to be very 
different from the last. And 
one of the very big changes 
could well take place in the 
field of prices and the relative 
price structure in Japan. 


Japan has been able in the 
last decade to expand its econ- 
omy by a fantastic 10 to 15 per 
cent a year, and it has done 
it while keeping prices to a 
yearly rise of only maybe 2 to 
4 per cent, 


This is something of a mira- 
cle, but it was accomplished in 
earthy, orthodox fashion by 
| keeping the rise in productivity 
yahead of the rise in consumer 
income. The boost in product- 
ivity came, of course, mainly 
in the new plants and the new 
and modern equipment install- 
ed in them. It did not occur in 
the small industry, small part 
‘of the Japanese economy where 
productivity remains about

Curious Paradox 

| The paradox of a Japan with 
‘big, modern and highly produc- 
tivity by the equally paradoxical 
jfact that wages are pretty

| Japan has been able to go on ex- 
-panding without an inflationary 
price spiral. It goes against the 
deas of modern social living, 
however, and I doubt if it will 
last. 

The Government, for example, 
| calculates that household in- 
‘come in Japan went up 11.8 per 
‘cent 1959, and even after allow- 
ing for some consumer price 
rise the real increase in house- 
hold income was 7.5 per cent. 
Real wages in manufacturing 
went up a little over 5 per cent.

They are in the field 
of the small producer and pro- 
vider of service. They are prac- 
tically all daily necessities— 
and when prices of daily needs 
go up 20, 30 per cent and so on, 
the price rise is real and a 
blow to the ability of the little 
people to live, no matter what 
the Government's figures show. 


The Government's paper on 
the subject also refutes some 
of the price rises by suggest- 
ing the better quality of many 
manufactured items, and the 
general upgrading of the con- 
sumer’s buying habits when his 
income goes up. This is true, 


of course, in the same fields, 
of big modern industry. 
Television sets are much bet- 


ter and cheaper, and cars are 
at least a little lower than they 
used to be and presumably a 
little better; also the average 
consumer does buy more ex- 
pensive things simply because 
he has the money. 


But I suspect that the Gov- 
ernment’s position would fail 
down again when it is. applied 
to the small shop product and 
services. The taxis do not 
want to take a fare to Kyobashi 
in midday any more. The 
restaurant which used to take 
an order to deliver lunch to an 
office with a smile, now does 
not want any part of the busi- 
ness if only one lunch is 
ordered, and the tearooms 
which used to deliver a coupie 
of cups of coffee are now 
beginning to want a _ service 
charge. The trains are more 
overcrowded than ever and the 
services that used to come with 
every product in Japan. are 
now missing or downright 
sloppy. 

I do not think that this sort 
of thing is necessarily bad. I 
just think it means that Japan 
is coming of age industrially 
and commercially, and much as 
we may hate to see the cheap 
service with a smile depart, it 
just does not go with the ful- 
ly developed economy. And 
that is why I think the next 
10 years is going to see a 
wholesale reshuffle that can 
provide the economy.

The balance of payments 
showed deficits in May and 
June for both the current ac- 
count and the over-all position.

While much hope is plac- 
ed on the quick American busi- 
ness recovery, ite influence on 
Japanese export recovery is not 
held so high as formerly be- 
cause (1) American makers are 
meeting demand for new pro-

(3) America is pushing export, 
(4) Japanese home demand is 
growing and (5) price advant- 
age is being lost by the Japa- 
nese. 

Moreover, the rise in exports 
is not keeping up with the in- 
dustrial production’ rise; which 
means that bigger proportion of 
production increase is being 
supported by the rise in domes- 
tic demands. And this is weak- 
ening the desire to export. 

How to meet the problem of 
high and fast economic growth 
in the midst of growing balance 
of payments difficulties is most 
important for Japan.

| Red Menace in Far East 
_“Forewarned is forearmed” says the old adage. And 


the warning given. on Tuesday by Vice President Chen 
Cheng of Nationalist China that Moscow and Peiping may 
create a new crisis in the Far East after being stopped in 
West Berlin by Allied firmness is worthy of all attention. 

‘We fear nothing is more likely. It would-be strictly 
im accordance with Communist practice which regards the 
Free World as something to. be probed and poked, first in. 
one place and then in another. 

Just what form further Communist aggression may take 
in the Far East must be'a matter of some speculation. Mr. 
Chen Cheng recalled that during the first Berlin crisis in 
1948-49 the Communists seized the Chinese mainland. No 
such grand prize as that lies ready to hand at the present 
juncture, but given an opportunity the Reds are not likely 
to shrink from gobbling up some smaller victims. 

Since the conquest of the Chinese mainland, the Com- 
munists have had comparatively few major successes. It 
is true that they remain in possession of the northern half 
of Korea but their attempts to secure the south of the 


peninsula have met with no success and with the establish- 


ment of the Military Government in Seoul we may regard 
their efforts at subversion definitely blocked, at least for 
the time being. 

‘In Laos, the Reds have succeeded in upsetting what it 
had been hoped would prove a liberal form of government 
adaptable to Laotian needs, and they have been able to 
create a strong following in the Pathet Lao which they 
have well supplied with arms, but they have not yet been 
able to build up the Communist Government which is clear- 
ly their ultimate aim. The situation in Laos remains un- 
certain and Laos may be considered a danger area when 
it comes to considering Red programs of expansionism. 

South Vietnam, next door neighbor to Laos, is another 
area open to Communist threats. In fact in recent months, 
much Red venom has been poured out, mainly through 
Hanoi, against the regime of President Ngo Dinh Diem 
and the American advisers. The recent “Vietnam Day 
celebrations in Hanoi, which were attended by a number 
of foreign Communists, were made the occasion of a fresh 
outpouring of hate and the pretension that the division 
of Vietnam into two parts was to be blamed upon the 
interference of the United States. Indeed, the pressures 
on South Vietnam have become so great of latg that Presi- 
dept Kennedy is said to be now studying a report that 
is understood to propose a military and economic build-up. 
in the territory which will assure its adequate protection 
from Communist advances. Mr. Kennedy has already ex- 
pressed his concern over the Red guerrilla raids which 
have caused the deaths of thousands of Vietnamese loyal 
to the Diem Government. 

‘Communist advances in Asia must, of course, largely 


depend upon the situation on the Chinese mainland. Mr. 


Chen Cheng paints a gloomy picture. The Chinese Com- 
munist regime, he says, has not been able to consolidate 
its hold on the mainland and there is continuous resis- 
tance. The Tibetan revolt was only one of the more 
dramatic episodes. ‘There have been other uprisings large 
and small, which the outside has heard little about because 
of the suppression of news. There has been complete 
failure in the campaign to increase iron and steel as well 
as food output. : 

All this may be true enough, but despite the sufferings 
of the Chinese people we are left with the impression 
that the Red regime is firmly in the saddle. 

Founded in violence, no doubt it is largely maintained 
by violence but it seems likely that in the view of many 
millions of Chinese on the mainland there is no alterna- 
tive. 

“When and if there is developed on the mainland a 
large-scale revolt, we shall be the first ones to go to their 
aid and join forces with them,” said Mr. Chen Cheng. 
“This is a mission to which we are dedicated and for 
which we are preparing ourselves.” But all the evidence 
points to the impossibility of such a large-scale revolt either 
now, or in the near future, and the contrary supposition 


should not lead to thinking that the Red advance in Asia 
could be hindered by any explosion in Communist China 


itself. 


Meanwhile, General Lo Jui-ching, Red Chinese vice 
premier and chief of the general staff of the “People’s 
Liberation Army,” said Tuesday night that Red China’s 
army “is ready at any time to liberate Taiwan.” 

The Taiwan dispute has sunk somewhat into the back- 


ground of late but General 


Lo’s staternent reminds us 


that the menace to peace is always there. Probably under 
present circumstances, and having regard to American 
naval aygd air strength in this part of the Pacific, no im- 


mediate attack on Taiwan is 


to be anticipated. The out- 


look might be different, however, if there were an armed 
conflict in Europe over the Berlin issue. The question of 
the future of Taiwan is also likely to assume greater 
prominence this autumn if the matter of seating Red China 


and Outer Mongolia in the 
pressed. 


United Nations is urgently 


How does Japan stand with regard to the dangerous 


possibilities in the Far Eastern situation? 


Everyone must 


be aware that the complete alienation of Japan from the 
Free World is one of the major objectives of Communist 
strategy. But at the moment the Reds can do little about 


it. 


They have tried internal subversion, but the good 


sense of the great majority of the Japanese people has 


proved this to be of little 


avail. And the Japan-U.S. 


Security Treaty stands as a warning against more active 
interference. Only in the case of a global war might Japan 
be seriously threatened. Nevertheless, Japan may. need 
through sheer force of circumstances. to increase her de- 
fense potential if the Communist bloc decides that more 
pressure must be switched to Asia.

Kennedy's Approach to Berlin Issue, Bizerte Crisis Highlighted

The Bizerte, blowup and 
President Kennedy's approach 
to Berlin were the questions of 
foremost cohcern to the column 
ists last week. 

The President's “firm but rea- 
sonable” speech on the Berlin 
crisis won near unanimous ap- 
proval. The combination of 
energetic military measures and 


‘the offer to negotiate, even ad- 


judicate, struck many as the 
best possible way to preserve 
West Berlin's freedom and also 
prevent war. Khrushchev 
should be convinced now that 
the United States would fight 
for its rights in Berlin. The 
danger of Soviet miscalculation, 
it was held, has been minimized. 

Some observers hailed the 
military steps and asked for an 
even more rapid and complete 
mobilization. Like all totalli- 
tarian dictators, they argued, 
Khrushchev can be kept from 
pushing the world into war 
only by deterrent force. But 
others warned that the military 
buildup, though necessary, must 
merely be a stepping. stone to 
the conference table, not a 
substitute. 


Effective Deterrent 


Arthur Krock, in the New 
York Times, thought the com- 
bination of President Kennedy's 
firm words and rapid congres- 
sional action on his program 
would convince Khrushchev of 
U.S. intentions in Berlin. ‘That 
is the best possible deterrent to 
war. Now, unless Khrushchev 
decides to take the really 
enormous gamble that NATO 
will back down or that the 
fighting over Berlin will be 
limited, he must join the de- 
mocracies in searching for a 
reasonable exit from the crigis 
he has provoked. Mr. Kennedy 
wisely offered Khrushchev a 
way out through negotiation. 
One possible avenue of negotia- 
tion would be recognition of the 
Oder-Neisse line in return for 
an Allied corridor to Berlin. 
“Any search for negotiable fac- 
tor, howevét, will have to 
be a long one. And it will be 
under heavier burdens of the 
rearmament forced by Soviet 
policy on the American people.” 


Joseph Alsop, in the Washing- 
ton Post, called President Ken- 
nedy’s speech direct and force- 
ful but sober and noninflamma- 
tory. He announced energetic 
moves to cope with the Berlin 
situation but avoided dramatic 
gestures which would unneces- 
sarily sharpen tension and dis- 
tress the Western allies. The 
President's statement had two 
sides. He served notice that 
the United States will fight for 


- West Berl if necessary but is 


willing to engage in reasonable 
negotiations. Nevertheless, it 
was not a compromise stand. 
Mr. Kennedy made it clear that 
on the essential points of Ber- 
lin’s freedom and Western 
access to the city the United 
States will be uncompromising. 
One hopes the Kremlin) fully 
understands this. 


Marquis Childs, in the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch, supported 
the President’s steps to build 
American military strength for 
the Berlin crisis but warned 
that strength must just be a 
means to a peaceful solution. 
The added muscle is necessary 
in the face of Khrushchev’s 
threat and to make clear to 
him that the United States will 
not sacrifice the rights of free 
people. “But the premise of 
strength and determination is a 
beginning and not a goal in 
itself. For from this ition a 
ceaseless, unstinting effort must 
be undertaken to settle the Ber- 
lin crisis short of war.”. 


Backfire 


Roscoe Drummond, in the 
Philadelphia Inquirer, believed 
Khrusiichev’s aggressive dip- 
lomatic tactics are beginning to 
backfire. The Russians ap- 
parently have become so im- 
pressed with their own strength 
and the West’s debility that 
they think they no longer have 
to negotiate reasonably. Berlin 
is not the only place , where 
the “take-it-or-leave-it tactic” 
is apparent. Laos, the United 
Nations, a nuclear test ban are 
other examples. But we should 
really thank Mr. Khrushchev 
for his- obstreperousness.

war by threatening war—is not 
going to work ;.. Their very 
effort to intimidate the Western 
allies into weakness has served 
“> strengthen the Western al- 
les.” 


Constantine Brown, in his 
syndicated column, called Nikita 
Khrushchev's attempt to impose 
a Soviet solution on Berlin a 
great gamble which could have 
disastrous consequences behind 
the Iron Curtain. The Commu- 
nist empire has plenty of its 
own trouble. East Germany and 
Red China are up to their necks 
in discontent. e Soviet Un- 
ion itself has food problems. 
If hunger can ,lead people to 
communism, so can it under- 
mine it in the Iron Curtain 
countries. The people under 
Khrushchev's sway so far have 
been distracted from their 
troubles by the external success 
of the Soviet regime. “But 
should Mr.*Khrushchev be com- 

lled by a strong stand of the 
ree West to yield on Berlin, 
should he be unable to push 
the West, there is no saying 
what may happen behind the 
Iron Curtain.” 


Richard Starnes, in the 
Scripps-Howard pers, com- 
pared Khrushchev to Hitler as 
a “power-hungry gambler shoot- 
ing craps with the prospects of 
giobal war.” Khrushchev, just 
as Hitler, is playing against a 
stronger enemy but one which 
he thinks divided and timid. 
World War II was brought on 
by a misunderstanding on 
Hitler’s part of the determina- 
tion of the West to act. “Presi- 
dent Kennedy’s immediate prob- 
lem is to make sure that 
Khrushchev, dazzled by the 
prospect of another easy vic- 
tory, does not lose sight of this 
lesson of history.” 


Bizerte Crisis 


Thomas Brady, in the New 
York Times, said President 
Habib- Bourguiba of Tunisia’ 
had precipitated the Bizerte 
crisis to reestablish his creden- 
tials as a nationalist and gain 
support for some of his national 
goals. Tunisia, through friend- 
ship for the West, had become 
isolated from the African and 
Asian neutralists. If regarded 
in these quarters as a “lackey 
of the West” Bourguiba could 
expect little support in his com- 
ing battle with the Algerian 


‘prospect 


nationalists over the future of 
the Sahara. The Tunisian lead- 
er brought on the test of force 
but miscalculated the French 
response and the American at- 
titude. With a Berlin crisis 
ahead, Washington could not 
give Tunisia an ounce of sup- 
port against NATO ally France. 
“The question is, can Mr. 
Bourguiba survive the crisis? 
If he does, can he maintain 
any of his own sympathy for 
the West, or will he be forced 
to change direction of his inter- 
national policy completely in the 
face of an anti-Western ground- 
sweltt that his own radio and 
pregs are building up in the 
process of mobilizing the. na- 
tion?” 

Crosby Noyes, in the Washing- 
ton Star, agreed that miscal- 
culations were made by both 
Tunisia and France but doubted 
that mere miscalculation was 
the real cause of the tragedy. 
The French response was in- 
evitable and Bourguiba must 
have known this. He must 
have known, too, that neither 
Washington nor London would 
support him in his attempt to 
oust France from the Bizerte 

se. American and British 
bases elsewhere are also open 
to similar high-handed tactics, 
and both countries would resist. 
It could not have been miscal- 
culation on Bourguiba's part. 
It was an inability to be rea- 
sonable and still keep his power 
and influence as a nationalist 
leader. “ ... Tunisia and its 
President, Habib Bourguiba, can- 
not be expected to return soon 
to the constructive role they 
have played in North African 
affairs . .. And the hopeful 
of a united orth 
Africa. allied. in peaceful co- 
operation with France has been 
blown sky-high.” 


David Lawrence, in his syn- 
dicated column, felt there was a 
possibility of Communist machi- 
nations behind the suddenly 
beserk behavior of a long-time 
friend of the West, Habib 
Bourguiba. The President of 
Tunisia could not wait for or- 
derly processes to ria his coun- 
try of the French base es- 
tablished by treaty. But im- 
patience is no justification. It 
is true that the Sahara stakes 
are high and that Bourguiba 
may have decided it was time 
to play ball with both sides.

43-Letter 


To the Editor: 

It is difficult to judge fairly 
the experimental 43-letter al- 
habet reported today (July 19) 
n your paper, as both explana- 
tion and example are much too 
short. However, two or three 
points seem to be clear. 


The article says, “Each word 
has only one pattern.” Does 
this mean that the rules of the 
new system make only one 
spelling possible, or does 
it merely mean that the inven- 
tors have in fact decided on 
one spelling? 

“ ... each letter stands for 
only one sound.” This is sim- 
ply—I might say, obviously— 
untrue. Compare the sounds 
of u in “Wuns” (Once) and 
“upon,” those of a in “a” and 
“barn,” i in “tiem” (time) and 
“livd,” e in “tiem,” “red” and 
“her,” and the 2Cs in “chicks.” 
My impression is that the whole 
thing hopelessly unphonetic; 
it is merely one more attempt at

simplified spelling. 

But in that case why in- 
troduce 19 new letters? If the 
students are going to have the 
trouble of learning all these, 
why not teach them (instead) 
the international phonetic al- 
phabet which very nearly fol- 
lows the ‘double rule of one 
letter for one sound and one 
sound for one letter? That 
would be a far better guide for 
their pronunciation and _ it 
might be very useful to them 
later on. The 43-letter alphabet 
is only intended for school use. 
It is one that they will (fortu- 
nately) soon forget. 

It is amazing that such a 
system should have been put 
forward and fmeredible that it 
should have been adopted. My 
one hope is that it has been 
seriously misreported. 

P.S. A suspicion has just oc- 
curred to me; have the new 19 
letters been borrowed from the 
Russian alphabet?

Algerian Partition? 


Last Resort if Negotiations With Rebels Fail

PARIS—“What is the heart of 
the matter now at issue between 
France and Algerian rebels? 
Is a plan to partition Algeria 
being seriously considered? Are 
differences so great that sus- 
pended peace talks at Pvian- 
les-Bains have little chance of 
revival?” . 


President De Gaulle revealed 
the answer to the first of these 
three timely questions, sent to 
me by an overseas colleague 
in this “Nations Speak” inter- 
national forum, at a_ recent 
garden party here. The answer 
to the second question is “ves” 
and the answer to the third 
is highly speculative. 


The central question, Presi- 
dent De Gaulle said, is to in- 
sure the rights of the European 
minority in a Moslem-ruled A\l- 
geria. It is not who controls 
oil-rich Sahara or whether Al- 
geria is given full independence 
with or without some kind of 
association with France. 


With so many emotions and 
misunderstandings involved, it 
is difficult to see how the prob- 
lem will be solved. But at 
least De Gaulle has made it 
clear that the rights of the 
Europeans in Algeria must be 
preserved in the constitution of 
an independent Algeria. Agree- 
mentis immediately complicated 
by Moslem religious and politi- 
cal training which makes it 
difficult for Algeria rebel lead- 
ers to understand why it is 
necessary to protect equal 
rights for minorities in a na- 
tional constitution. 


Louls Joxe, French minister 
of state in charge of Algerian 
affairs, explained the difficulty 
of obtaining guarantees for Al- 
gerian non-Moslems at a press 
conference at Evian-les-Bains: 
“Our position remains very 
clear. Nothing viable can exist 
in Algeria if relations of con- 
fidence do not exist between 
those who make up Algeria. It 
is not enough to say “trust 
us” or “we shall consult on 
this problem later.” The popu- 
lations must be given con- 
fidence. When we ask for 
guarantees, we are told, from 
the other side of the table, 
that we are displaying an at- 
titude of anachronistic colonial- 
m. But would it not be an- 
achronistie ¢golonialism to enter 
into the darkness of uncertain- 
t ” 

De Gaulle is certainly aware 
of the problems involved in 
reaching an agreement, but he 
is also acutely aware of grow- 
ing impatience with his failure 
during the past three years to 
find a_ solution. In recent 
speeches he is emphasizing the 
need for quick, satisfactory 
negotiations with the _  Al- 
erian provisional government 
GPRA). And he adds omin- 
ously that if progress continues 
to lag he will begin plans to 
partition Algeria into two parts, 
one of which would be 
dominated by the Europeans. 
Here is how he explains it: 
“France raises no obstacles, no 
objections, to Algeria becom- 
mg... a@ sovereign state.” 
Then he threatens partition. 
“We don’t want this at all,” 
he declared. “It is not a desir- 
able solution. We think of it 
as a last resort.” But the threat 
to the GPRA is clear. 
Negotiate realistically or be pre- 
pared for the worst—partition. 

There is no doubt, either, that

In the course of the 
speech, interrupted by shouts of

Debre indicated that maps show- 
ing the French part of a par- 
titioned Aigeria. already have 
been drawn. 


Left-wing doubts about parti- 
tioning also are being heard 
more frequently. Le Populaire, 
the Socialist daily, editorialized: 
“There are excellent reasons to 
believe such a solution is 
absurd and dangerous, imprac- 
tical hoth economically aad hu- 
manely.” 


Despite attacks from all sides, 
De Gaulle apparently is pre- 
pared to take speedy action on 
Algeria—with or without an 
agreement with GPRA. He is 
anxious for a renewal of nego- 
tiations broken off at Evian-les- 
Bains. To prove his good 
faith he has ordered a French 
Army division back to France. 


But the difficulty of reopening 
the negotiations is clear since 
no definite time limit for sus. 

nsion has been mentioned. 
fost of the French delegation 
at Evian have returned | to 
Paris. Unless the GPRA has 
a change of heart and shows 
signs of compromise, it is hard 
to see how negotiations can be 
resumed. Perhaps De Gaulle’s 
threats of partition are aimed 
at forcing a more conciliatory 
mood on the part of the rebels. 
But at this moment there is 
no reason for hope, 


If De Gaulle is as anxious 
for a settlement as he indicates, 
a showdown could be expected 
during the next few weeks. 
Meanwhile, political observers 


here are sitting on the sideline 
wondering where the De Gaulle 
regime is going.
